LORD BROUGHAM AND SLAVERY—JUDGE 
DOUGLAS. 

To the Editor of the Whig: ■> 

Will you give to one of jour subscribers a small space 
in vour crowded columns, to notice your leader ol the 
24th, beaded “Lord Brougham on Slavery in America?" 

Your views of Lord B 's letter, in which ho tells the 

anti-slavery party of New England that their John Brown 
sympathies are wicked and murderous, are striking and 
appropriate. In the conclusion of your article, you pro- 
perly call attention to Lord B.’a opiuion as to Lord Mans- 
field’s decision in the celebrated Some rsetcase, (in which 
it was decided that a Jamaica negro was free in Eng- 
land,) and you justly fay that “the correction, by 
“Lord B of the common mistake iu regard to that decis- 
ion, and the hint as to what would have been declared 
“as law, if Jamaica had touched upon the coast of Eng- 
land, ore worth remembering, by those who have oceu- 

“sion lo investigate or discuss tfcc histoiic aud jutidical 
“aspects of slavery.” 

As oue of your readers, I am gratified at your appre- 
ciation of the importance of this view of Lord B more 

especially as it is a departure from the arid and dreary 
waste of party abuse, by politicians, against those of our 

fellow-countrymen of the South, who, wt ether right or 

wrong, are perilling everything iu an honest vindication 
of their ancient rights and liberties. 

These <rp4nloti.s of Lord B, have a direct aud poiuted 
hearing npou the rights of th** South in the Territories, 
now so much insisted on and discussed, even to the verge 
of the utter overthrow of the entire fabtic ol our Gov- 
ernment.
